dian trade has been $2 per thousand, 
Now that the agreement no longet 
exists among the mill men it is ox- 
pected prices will drop to $1.75 or 
$1.80. :

Halifax, N.S., October 5.—The 
achooner Sceptre arrived back disabl- 
ed at Lunenburg today, after being 
out 19 days for Ponce, Porto Rico. 
She was totally dismasted on Septem- 
ber 17th, when four hundred miles off 
Lunenburg, The Sceptre ran into a 
hurricane on September 16th, and 
next day, when the storm was at the 
worst, she hove down by the great 
foree of the wind on her beams end.

“The twin cities of Edmonton and 
Strathcona have combined to make a 
good showing of their productive 
powers, and Tom Daly, an ex-alder- 
man of the former city, has transport- 
ed his collection safely from one fair 
to another. J, L, Porte is in charge 
of Strathcona’s exhibit. Probably the 
first to attract attention is a huge 
lump of coal, brought from the banks 
of the Saskatchewan river, a bitumin- 
ous coal, found in large quantities in 
that locality. The back part of the 
stand has been carefully and artisti- 
cally arranged with various grains and 
photographs of the district. Some 
people imagine that the previnee of 
Alberta is too cold to suceésefully 
raise fruit, but Mr. Daly has grown 
apples there, and states that others 
are now cultivating the northern spy 
and crab apples, some of which are 
sho amongst the preserved fruits, 
thus dispelling the erroneous idea that 
fruit cannot be brought to maturity. 
Tt only needs a trial and many fruits 
could be brought to perfection. Book- 
lets are provided, with photographs of 
the two cities, and giving their 1¢- 
sources and visitors can study the 
conditions prevailing in that portion 
for themselves.

Tews This is the “Yom-Kippur,”’ or 
the day of atonement, which is a fast 
fey with serie citizens. 
Saturday, September 26th, was the 
\Aginning of the Jewish New Year, 
“Rosh Hashanh’'* 5689, and was ecrle- 
brated by Jews everywhere. Biblical 
writers do net employ the term “New 
Year.” The day is referred to in the 
Bible as “Yom Teruah’’—the day <1 
blowing the “Shofar,” or “Sichron 
Teruah’'—the memorial of sounding 
the ‘Shofar."’ It is also termed “‘Yom 
Hazckorah’’—Day of Memorial, and 
“Yom Hadin'’—day of Judgment. 


In accordance with the law, slaves 
were emancipated in the month of 
Vishri, when the jubilee year began, 


end landed property reverted to the 
wriginal owner, Inasmuch as the holy 
day began at a period of the year when
